This letter 
from CCARC is a result of that letter. 


COLORADO COUNCIL OF 
AMATEUR RADIO CLUBS 


Questions posed at the recent meeting of CCARC in 
Carbondale resulted in a committee drafting questions 
pertaining to the purpose and direction the Council 
should take. Members of the Board of Directors of this 
club as well as myself would like some input from you 
the members regarding those questions. Please contact 
me or a board member at or before the October 
meeting with your comments on these questions. As 
your representative to CCARC | will provide your 
comments to the quarterly meeting being held her 
the Springs. 

The questions are: 

A, Minutes: Are the CCARC minutes being sent to 
the person or persons in your organization who are best 
able to report ideas and activities from CCARC to your 
organization? Should minutes be mailed to another 
person? Are minutes normally received at a convenient 
time to discuss CCARC activities with your members and 
the delegate from your organization? 

B, Agenda: Would you like allist of items scheduled 
to be considered at the next CCARC meeting? Would 
you like a means of input to the agenda preparation? 

C. Meeting Frequency: CCARC meets quarterly. 
Do you believe there should be more frequent 
meetings? Less frequent meetings? The same? 


Relations Activities: Do you feel CCARC 
Relations functions adequately? (How 
would you feel if CCARC distributed a Direction Finding 
Antenna kit free or at low cost to purchasers of the 
Colorado Call Book?) 

E, Division Convention: There is a joint conver 
‘of the Rocky Mountain and Northwestern Divisions 
presently scheduled for 1982 summer at West 
Yellowstone. Would you favor annual, bi-annual or 
other-frequency division conventions? 

F. Dues and Funds: CCARC presently charges $0.20 
per member of each member club. Mailing, printing, 
communication expenses, office expenses and all other 
costs or funning the organization have increased by 
more than 100% in the eleven years since the dues were 
set. Is CCARC of sufficient value to warrant an increase 
in dues? 

G. Goals and Purposes: CCARC presently does 
repeater frequency allocation; legal advice and 
protection; relay of information concerning FCC 
activities and stoeln equipment; Call Book and repeater 
directory publication; convention activity; mediation in 
disputes, etc 

What is CCARC doing right? Whatis it doing wrong? 
What should it do? What should it not dot What changes 
would you like to see? 

H. Cooperation: Should CCARC work with such 
public service groups as Red Cross, CAP, ARES, Search 
and Rescue, etc.? Mountain-top transmitters to 
broadcast signals upon reception of Aricraft ELT, etc.? 

1. CCARC Net: Do you want a VHF CCARC net? If 
so how often? What days and hours? What would you 
like such net to encompass? Would you participate?
